Monument to Whiteman’s Shrewdness 
There is a good story in circulation 
concerning A. J. Whiteman, of Du­ 
luth, says the Duluth Tribune. It is 
to the effect that Whiteman, work ing 
on the theory that Kittle Halv orsen, 
the Alliance candidate, could render 
him great aid in defeating Comstock 
by mak ing a strong run, furnished 
Halv orsen with the sinews of war to 
conduct his campaign.

Was Tried m this County. 
An exchange saysi The supreme 
court on Tuesday handed down fiv e 
decisions, one of wich is most import­ 
ant in that it determines the right of 
a person who ha« purchased a railroad 
tick et from a brok er or scalper, to 
trav el upon the road of the company 
by whom the tick et was originaliy is­ 
sued. From the records of the case 
it appears that in August, 18 8 8 , the 
Northern Paciflo road issued excur­ 
sion tick ets between Minneapolis and 
Detroit, Minn. Casper Careten, who 
had purchased the return half of a 
tick et from a brok er in Minneapolis, 
duly went to the depot intending to 
tak e the train to Detroit. 
The tick et 
examiner at Minneapolis punched the 
tick et, and Carsten boarded the train 
for Detroit. 
When the conductor 
came into the cir to examine tick ets, 
he refused to accept the one presented 
by Carsten and demanded the fare. 
The request was refused by Carslen, 
and two brak emen were about to put 
him off the train when a fellow pas- 
sengfu interferred and paid tl£ fare 
to Brainerd, where Carsten left the 
train. He instituted an action against 
the railroad company in the district 
court for damages, but it was decided 
that he could not rebov er. The case 
was carried to the supreme court with 
the result that yesterday tEe lower 
court was rev ersed in its ruling.

sued. From the records of the case 
it appears that in August, 1888, the 
Northern Pacific road issued excur­ 
sion tickets between Minneapolis and 
Detroit, Minn. Casper Careten, who 
had purchased the return half of a 
ticket from a broker in Minneapolis, 
duly went to the depot intending to 
take the train to Detroit. The ticket 
examiner at Minneapolis punched the 
ticket, and Carsten boarded the train 
for Detroit. 
When the conductor 
came into the car to examine tickets, 
he refused to accept the one presented 
by Carsten and demanded the fare. 
The request was refused by Cars! en, 
and two brakemen were about to put 
him off the train when a fellow pas- 
sengea interferred and paid ttfe fare 
to Brainerd, where Carsten left the 
train. He instituted an action against 
the railroad company in the district 
court for damages, but it was decided 
that he could not rebover. The case 
was carried to the supreme court with 
the result that yesterday the lower 
court was reversed in its ruling.

ly . The .Siamese were formerly the 
possessors of the tooth of a sacred 
rnonkey 
which they valued very 
highly . In a war with the Portu­ 
guese they lost the sacred grinder, 
along with much gold and precious 
stone« . They cared nothing com­ 
paratively for the real valuables, 
but made every effort, it is said, to 
recover the tooth, offering as high as 
7 00,000 crowns for its safe return. 
The Portuguese were not slow to see 
the bargain and let the w orthless rel­ 
ic go; it is now kept in a small gold 
box, inclosed in six other boxes, in 
one of the many sacred temples of 
the Siamese capital. 
There is a tradition that the hu 
man jaw was formerly provided with 
forty -two teeth, and that thenumber 
was reduced to thirty -two when Uho- 
soes, the Persian Iving, stole the 
piece of true cross enshrined at Con­ 
stantinople.

A yes), the two transcontinental Hues of rail­ 
roads from there to < mil, the loans to the Ar­ 
gentine Republic, the diamond mines, railroad 
projects, and city improvement schemes in South 
Africa. Australia, Egypt and Spain, aud th* re- 
<fatly established Canadian Pacific steamship 
Hue to (bina and Japan—all these nave got 
England too milch spread out, aud while the final 
outcome of these great projects is Ukeiy to 
show great profits, for the present England is 
embarrassed. H is un English, not an Ameri­ 
can panic, aud tile chiel point is the scarcity of 
gold in England. On this point the United 
States is in a much stronger position than En­ 
gland, or. in fact, any country in tile world ex- 
<fpt France. While the gobi iii the Bank of En­ 
gland only amounts to about f 100,tHK|,f10d, 
the treasury of the United States holds $200,- 
ooO.OOO, Iwiug the largest accumulation oi gold 
in the world, and in the present aspect of tile 
financial relation* of the two countries we shall 
be able to keep it.

An unknown man was run over and killed 
by a Milwaukee train between St. Paul and 
Minneapolis.

At Caledonia black diphtheria is raging to 
nuch an extent that the public schools have 
been 
cloesd. 
A number of children have 
died from the dread disease. 
Murine Hafey, chief of the Duluth fire de­ 
partment, who assaulted a man named 
McNamara with an Indian club the other 
day, has been dismissed from the depart­ 
ment in disgrace. 
Mike Brennan, alias “New Orleans Mur­ 
phy,” has been convicted of murder in the 
first degree by the grand jury at Duluth. 
Brennan murdered a boy in that city on the 
20th of July last. 
A Duluth real estate com pan y has donated 
a plot of eleven acres as a site for the pro­ 
posed military academy.

A Peculiar Accident. 
C. Schonemann, a brother of Mrs. 
Patek and Mrs. Cohen, of this city, 
was a passenger on the train which 
met with a peculiar accident at West 
Superior on Friday morning last, by 
which a sleeping car fell twenty feet 
into the bay. The gentleman was in 
Brainerd on Sunday and while some­ 
what scratched up he appeared to be 
perfectly satisfied with his condition 
considering the chances that were 
against him when the car went down. 
The passengers had just been called 
for Superior and some of them were 
standing in the aisle or dressing 
themselves when the crash came, and 
Mr. Schoneman says that when he re­ 
gained his scattered senses he found 
that he was paddling around in the 
water which had run into the car. 
The top of the car was cut open and 
the passengers were fished out, tbe 
only wonder being that none of them 
were killed outright. The Evening 
Telegram gives the following inter­ 
esting account of the accident: 
The sense of impending disaster 
which many observing people feel 
while crossing the Northern Pacific 
bridge came near having a horrible 
realization this morning. A sleep er 
with nine passengers aboard left tbe 
rails and fell twenty feet to the ground 
below at the water’s edge. The Min­ 
neapolis & Omaha night passenger 
train from S t Paul reached YVest 
Superior on time this morning with 
the coaches well tilled with sleepy 
jere. 
They were all unpre- 
or the exciting scene of danger 
that some were to witness and others 
to experience before the remainder of 
the journey to Duluth was finished. 
At East and West Superior several 
passengers in the sleeping car Sar- 
uiatia, left the train, and a hunting 
>arty of S t Paul gentlemen got off 
‘urther down the line. 
When the 
train started from West Superior for 
Duluth there were but nine passengers 
in the sleeper. The train passed 
safely over the bridge until that point 
on tho Duluth side of the bay wan 
reached where the Omaha bridge 
track diverges from the Northern 
Pacific. 
People who are familiar 
with the bridge will remember that 
this point is immediately north of the 
Minnesota draw, where the sinuous 
form of the structure is in the shaj>e 
of a large letter S. 
Tho train was in 
charge of Conductor E. D. McDon­ 
ald, one of the beet known and most 
x>polar conductors on the Omaha 
ine. 
The usual bridge instructions 
were observed. 
Standing on the 
Northern Pacific track was the regular 
7 o’clock Northern Pacific short line 
train headed for Superior and waiting 
for the Omaha train to pass. 
Ben 
Johnson, the special Northern Pacific 
bridge policeman, who performs the 
duties of a switchman at this point, 
threw the switch to allow the Omaha 
train to run from this point onU) its 
own track. The bridge at this point 
is twenty feet high, but the water be­ 
low is shallow, being near the Bice’** 
Point shore. 
Nobody knows how it 
happened, but the rear trucks of tho 
sleeper left the track at the frog and 
followed the Northern Pacific track. 
The train at this moment had acquires! 
considerable speed that was steadily 
being increased. The rear end of the 
sleeper slewed over far enough on 
the Northern Pacific ti ack to strike 
the eiqriDe of the Short Line train a 
glancing blow, the tracks cramped 
and the car was torn apart from them 
and jerked across the narrow space 
just beyond the intersection of the 
two track structures. 
The car slid 
along on its bottom for a short dis­ 
tance at the very edge of the bridge 
timbers and finally fell on its side in­ 
to the shoal water with a tremendous 
splash. 
All was excitement in a 
moment Tbe train was stopped and 
the train men, headed by Conductor 
McDonald, made hasty preparations 
for rescuing the passengers in the ill­ 
fated sleeper. It was immediately 
supposed A tt some o f them rn md be 
dead. One after another of them 
were taken out and removed to the 
houses of people in the neighborhood, 
who were very hospitable and did all 
that lay in their power to make the 
injured comfortable. 
None, however, 
were taken out dead

Was Tried in this County. 
An exchange saysj The supreme 
court on Tuesday handed down five 
decisions, one of wich is most import­ 
ant in that it determines the right of 
a person who ha* purchased a railroad 
ticket from a broker or scalper, to ! 
travel upon the road of the company i 
by whom the ticket was originaliy is­ 
sued. From the records of the case 
it appears that in August, 1888, the 
Northern Pacific road issued excur­ 
sion tickets between Minneapolis and 
Detroit, Minn. Casper Carsten, who 
had purchased the return half of a 
ticket from a broker iu Minneapolis, 
duly went to the depot intending to 
take the train to Detroit. The ticket 
examiner at Minneapolis punched the 
ticket, and Carsten boarded the train 
for Detroit. 
When the conductor 
came into the car to examine tickets, 
he refused to accept the one presented 
by Carsten and demanded the fare. 
The request was refused by Carsten, 
and two brakemen were about to put 
him off the train when a fellow pas- 
sengoa interferred and paid tt^ fare 
How well the to Brainerd, where Carsten left the 
train. He instituted an action against 
the railroad company in the district 
court for damages, but it was decided 
that he could not rebover. The case 
was carried to the supreme court with 
the result that yesterday tlie lower 
court was reversed m its ruling.

This immense house 
has thirteen courtyards—five open 
and eight covered—and a large gar­ 
den within its walls. 
A vistpr to the 
building relates that he once sjamt 
two hours in looking for a man 
known to reside in the house.

A Peculiar Accident. 
C. Schonemann, a brother of Mrs. 
Patek and Mrs. Cohen, of this city, 
was a passenger on the train which 
met with a peculiar accident at West 
Superior on Friday morning last, by 
which a sleeping car fell twenty feet 
into the bay. 
The gentleman was in 
Brainerd on Sunday and while some­ 
what scratched up he appeared to be 
perfectly satisfied with his condition 
considering the chances that were 
against him when the car went down. 
The passengers had just been called 
for Superior and some of them were 
standing in the aisle or dressing 
themselves when the crash came, and 
Mr. Schoneman says that when he re­ 
gained his scattered senses he found 
that he was paddling around in the 
water which had run into the car. 
The top of the car was cut open and 
the passengers were fished out, the 
only wonder being that none of them 
were killed outright. 
The Evening 
Telegram gives the following inter­ 
esting account of the accident: 
The sense of impending disaster 
which many observing people foel 
while crossing the Northern Pacilic 
bridge came near having a horrible 
realization this morning. 
A sleep u- 
with nine passengers aboard left the 
rails and fell twenty feet to the ground 
below at the water’s edge. 
The Min­ 
neapolis A Omaha night passenger 
train from S t Paul reached West 
Superior on time this moraing with 
the coaches well tilled with sleepy 
passengers. 
They were all unpre­ 
pared for the exciting scene of danger 
that some were to witness and others 
to experience before the remainder of 
the journey to Duluth was finished. 
At East and West Superior several 
passengers in the sleeping car Sar 
matiu, left the train, and a hunting 
party of St. Paul gentlemen got off 
iurther down the line. 
When the 
train started from West Superior for 
Duluth there were but nine passengers 
in the sleeper. 
The train passed 
safely over the bridge until that point 
on the Duluth side of the bay was 
reached where the Omaha bridge 
track diverges from the Northern 
Pacific. 
People who are familiar 
with the bridge will remember that 
this point is immediately north of the 
Minnesota draw, where the sinuous 
form of the structure is in the shajie 
of a large letter S. 
The train was in 
charge of Conductor E. D. McDon­ 
ald, one of the best known and most 
popular conductors on the Omaha 
line. 
The usual bridge instructions 
were observed. 
Standing on the 
Northern Pacific track was the regular 
7 o’clock Northern Pacific short line 
train headed for Superior arid waiting 
for the Omaha train to pass. 
Ben 
Johnson, the special Northern Pacific 
bridge policeman, who performs the 
duties of & switchman at this point, 
threw the switch to allow the Omaha 
train to run from this point onto its 
own track. The bridge at this point 
is twenty feet high, but the water be­ 
low is shallow, being near the Rice’s 
Point shore. 
Nobody knows how it 
happened, but the rear trucks of the 
sleeper left the track at the frog and 
followed the Northern Pacific track. 
The train at this moment had acquired 
considerable speed that was steadily 
being increased. 
The rear end of the 
sleeper slowed over far enough on 
the Northern Pacific track to strike 
the engine of the Short Lino train a 
glancing blow, the trucks cramped 
and the car was torn apart from them 
and jerked across the narrow space 
just beyond the intersection of the 
two track structures. 
The car slid 
along on its bottom for a short dis­ 
tance at the very edge of the bridge 
timbers and finally fell on its side in­ 
to the shoal water with a tremendous 
splash. 
All was excitement in a 
moment 
The train was stopped and 
the train men, headed by Conductor 
McDonald, made hasty preparations 
for rescuing the passengers in (he ill- 
fated sleeper. 
It was immediately 
supposed that some of them muM be 
dead. 
One after another of them 
were taken out and removed to the 
houses of people in the neighborhood, 
who were very hospitable and did all 
that lay in their power to make the 
injured comforiabfe. 
None, however, 
were taken out dead.

$373,000,000 are in gold coin, and 
therefore largely held in thesubtreas- 
uries and the banks, and not in cir­ 
culation, any more than the silver 
bullion ugainst which the silver cer­ 
tificates are issued. Of the standard 
silver dollars there are actually $59,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 in circulation, and the sub­ 
sidiary silvercoins $54,000,000. The 
silver certificates foot up to $284,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , and the gold certificates 
am ount 
to 
over 
$130,000,000. 
Treasury notes—or greenbariks—ag­ 
gregate $337,000,000, and the na­ 
tional bank noteii $188,(KM),000. 
The increase of the treasury vaults in 
February 
wa* 
$4,376,000. 
The 
paper circulation—gold and silver 
certificates and treasury and nation 
ul bank notes—is nearly $940,000,* 
000, or within a fraction of 70 per 
cent, of the total. 
Assuming the 
population of the country to be 60,* 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , this gives $ 1 0 of paper 
money for each individual, and a 
little over $18 of gold and silver 
coin, a total of $24, which is doubt­ 
less the highest average of any sol­ 
vent country. 


H a w k s a n d T ra in s, 
The promptness with which birds 
take advantage of the various ap­ 
pliances of the modern civilization 
is a strong argum ent in favor of the 
doctrine th at animal intelligence is 
not different from human intelligence 
in kind, but only in degree.

A D is g u s te d C o n g re s s m a n , 
Congressman Peters, of Kansas, 
advances some pretty good reasons 
why he should prefer to retire a t the 
end of his present terra. He say8 
th a t he has to pay $150 a m onth for 
an ordinary room a t the National 
hotel, a very ordinary room. 
Then 
it costs hi in $ 1 0 0 a month to hire a 
stenographer and clerk to attend 
correspondence 
and 
documents. 
Postage costs him $ 1 a day. He has 
to pay out from $30 to $40 a month 
for carriages, hansoms and Herd ice, 
riding around on errands.

trict is a very large one, and he has 
to hire an expert looking up land 
cases, paying as fees not less than 
$50 a month.

he can earn a good living by attend­ 
ing strictly to his own business.
